Wlio will ev«*r 
imdertake this labor, wiiieh. in :il] likelihooil. will h:iv«* t<i be one of love? 'Pin* s.-nl probabilil.v is tio

-Vngiist. Previon-i to its alvnit tin* ran* horse had reeeived pnhliiity only in the pages of agri- 

eiiltnral and other nerioilieals. imtabl.v tin* old “.Vnierieaii Farmer.” and Skinner was t!ier»*fore tin* 
pioneer in his liehl. His iie.irest follower was I’.itrick Nesbit Edg.ir. who. in ls:>3. pnblislied bis “.Vmeri- 
can liace 'Pnrf Register. Sportsm.-in’s Herald and tJein*ral Stud Book." 'Pbesi* two Avorks are reali.v tin* 
b.'isis Ilf all onr racing lure. IIoAvever. ncitlier of tlniii is. strictl.v spe.iking. :in urg.inic literary prudiic 
tion. Ratlier. they are eollectioiis of d.ita. as their titles and mudi* of issin* would imply. 

FRANK FORESTER S VALUABLE TURF LITERATURE. 

'Pin* first .‘ittempf to write a history of tin* .\m**riian ran* Iiorse. ;is distinct from pnidishing a turf 
magazine or stud book, av.is made by Henry William Herbi-rt. an Englisliman Avho passed a great part of 
his life ill this eoiintr.v and bei-ame. ninler the pen name of “Frank Forester.” b.v f;ir the most noted ;ind 
authoritative writer of his d.iy upon turf topiis. In 1s.'»7 In* brought out. in two large volumes, a work 
Avhii-li bore tin* following title: “Frank Fun ster’s Iloisi* and ilorsemaiisliifi of the Fnited States and 

British Provinees of North -\meriea.” It AAas pnldislied in New York b.v String**r 'PowiisiMnl. 222 P.ri»:id- 
way. and in England b.v 'Pnibiier & t o., the l.itti^ firm still being among tin* promim*nt ones of Lmnioii. 
I have the good fortnni* to own a eopy of the tirst edition of this now vein rabh* work, toda.v a scaree 
item, tiioiigli eopies of the siibsei|iieiit and iIieafM*r ones are not ver.v ditlieiilt to pioeiire. 'Phe original 
edition Avas a line pieee of hiKik-making two stately volumes. sii|n-rhly printed on tin* finest of pafii*!*, Avitli 
wide margins and striking illnstratiuiis engraved on steel, tin* binding lM*ing elaborately stamiMMl Avith 
gilt arabesi|ues and emblematie lignres. 'f'bis eopy was pnnhased at titin* of publieatioii b.v the late 
Joseph rairn Simpson, oiiec tlio owner of imiMirteil Bonnie Scotland and tin* breeder of .Marion, b.v Mal- 
eolm. the mare proiioiiiinil by Itnne Lowe Hie greatest of all Amerieaii prodiicing dams. It Avas pre- 
.seiited to the Avriter b.v .Mr. Simpson as a token of long fricmlsiii|» some years lM*fon* his death in P.MM». 

'rii(*re are some ipiaint features distinguishing Fn.iik Forester’s “magnum opus.” For iiistaiiee. the 
“List of Authorities” Avhich lie gives begins Avitli “'rin* old 'Pestameiit.” and iiiclndes various Latin Avorks 
h.v Plin.v and Gniiitns ( nrtins and :i Creek one b.v Xeiioplioii -sonrees Avhieh :i iiiodeni tnrf historian Avonhl 
not be ajit to utilize. The “D<*dieatiou” has a ver.v pleasant and warm-hearted ring, and reads as fol- 
loAvs : 

•"Po all true lovers of tin* horse, the noblest of the animal ereafion ever rendered subject to the hand 
of man, his most valuable, best and bravest si*rv:iiit. dauntless in danger, ciidnriiig in extremity, ninom- 
plainiug in distress, tliese volumes are resiM'i t fully dedicated as a tribute to tin* i|iialities of the animal, 
and to the feelings of Hiose avIio duly ajipreei.ite him. by their friend and servant. Frank Forester.” 

'Pile lirst A-oliime of the work was devoted Avholly to tin* t horonghhred and eomprlsed .■..'i2 pages. Steel 
plates were given of Imp. Hlemoe. Sir Arehy. Ameriean El lipse. Blai k Maria. Fasliimi. Fryor. Boston ami 
Lexington, and Hiere Aven* various aildition.il wood engravings. It proved so popular that edition after 
edition Avas printed, nml linally. in 1S71. snhsei|neiit to tin* anlhur’s de.ith. it was revised and brought 
“up to dale” b.v the late S. D. Brnce. the eompiler of the .\merie;iii Stinl Book. 

AMERICAN THOROUGHBRED HISTORY SCANT AND SUPERFICIAL.

with new editions thereto eonstantly lM*iiig luaih*. 

Is this not cm* of Hn reasons Avh.v England has managed, dcsjiite the most strennons eompetition. to 
maintain her siipremaey as the foiintaiiiheail of thoroiighhreil virtue'/ Her breeding ami raring are at- 
tended Avitli an amount of Hiinklng and study tliat with ns are absolutely niiknoAvii. On the other liand. 
the sport of harness racing, or trotting. Avhich also originally sprang up in EnglamI and Avas transplanted 
from then* to Hn* Ameriean ('olonies at the same time as rniiiiiiig raring, has Avitli us eomplotely oiit- 
stripjM*d and dAvarfed the parent stork — and in this eimnectioii the fart may Im* eited Unit the literature 
of Hie American trotter is ver.v I.iige in extent ami solid in eharaeter. dozens of l>ooks liaving been pub- 
lished niMiii the snbjeet for every one that ever has about onr rniiners. .MI the Avorld eomes to Anier- 
iea today for trotters, both for r.ieing and breeding pnr|Mises. but it dm-s not eome here in the same wa.v 
for iniiiiers and rniining blood. Yet. it is idle to say that such might not have iK'eii the ease had the 

same olTort lK*eii made h.v onr thoionghhred horsemen. We have the same siiiH*rioi* advantages for the 

hre«*diiig of rniiiiers tliat Ave have for Hiat of trotters, and there is no reason in the world why we should 

not have siieeeeded in as great di*git*e in the one liehl as in the other.
